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REMARKS 

In the response dated September 29, 2004 to the first request for reconsideration, the Examiner 
takes, for the first time, the position that "electrically isolated" means "not shorted." The position 
taken by the Examiner is erroneous. 

Enclosed herewith is an Affidavit submitted under 37 CFR 1 .132. This Affidavit is being 
submitted at this time since the position being taken by the Examiner, namely that "electrically 
isolated" means "not shorted to" was taken by the Examiner, for the first time, in the paper dated 
September 29, 2004. 

Also submitted herewith is a copy of the definition for the word "isolated" as found at 
www.dictionarv.com . The definition set forth therein did not comport with the Examiner's 
assertions. Moreover, the Affiant of the Affidavit submitted herewith also totally disagrees with 
the position being taken by the Examiner. 

The Examiner has submitted nothing to support his bold assertion that "electrically isolated" 
means "not shorted." It is noted that the Rules of Practice allow for the Applicant to require the 
Examiner to put such assertions into Affidavit form. Please see 37 CFR 1.104(d)(2). This section 
requires that when the Examiner uses facts within the personal knowledge of the Examiner, the 
Examiner must, when called upon by the Applicant, support his assertions by Affidavit. 
Moreover, whatever data that the Examiner wishes to present based upon facts within his own 
knowledge must be "as specific as possible." The Applicant hereby requests that the Examiner 
strictly comply with the Rules of Practice, particularly 37 CFR 1.104(d)(2) and supply the 
Affidavit required by the Rules of Practice if the Examiner continues to make assertions that are 
not based upon a factual record. 
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Reconsideration is respectfully requested.
